Mr. Epiror-——The moment I left Ca- 
nada and placed my foot upon American soil, 
T felt as af I had just left home and got in- 
to a land of strangers.

‘The eye cannot look 
in vain for objects unworthy his attention 
or admiration. Iavery few miles you reach 
either cities, towns, or vilages, which show 
decided evidence of prosperity. Although

and | could not help thinking that many 
partsof the State of New York, partica- 
larly the far famed valley of Genesee, bore 
a Very strong resembance to several of the 
wooded’ agricultural districts of old?Cale- 
donia. From Albany to New York, a dis 
tance of about one hundred and twenty miles, 
the railway runs along the banks of the noble 
Iiudson. ‘he view from the cars on the 
Hudson, the steamers, ships and craft of al- 
most every description borne ,on its bosoin, 
the thriving towns, vidages, elerant resi- 
dence, and comfortable homesteads situated 
along its margin, is really giand, indeed, 
and worth voing a considerable distance to 
see I pity thosewho take no delivht in 
reviewing anything that is sublime and 
beautifull, and who, were they to see the 
most grand and interesting hsitorieal scenes 
in the world, would witness them wi:hout 
the slighest feelings of patriotism or emo- 
tion. Western Canada, generally speak 
ing, cannot boast mueh with regard to the

our own fairest city, London, which in 
the language of the poet, is‘ “ Dear to my 
Leart, as the dew on therose.” I told you 
IT am a young Canadian—you may well 
believe it too—you see I could not speak of 
Yankee Jand even five minutes until my 
thoughts turned to Canada and | our smart 
hiitle city, 

There are many tontare perfectly aware 
that New York city is the most extensive 
and mostwealthy city in Amer ca and yet are 


imperfectly unacquamted with its sudden | 


population. We go a- 
head wonderful in Canada, but the world 
knows New York beats us to sticks as the 
Yankee says. Jn 1730 the population of 
the city was, 8,256; in 1800, 60,4895 in 
1850, 515.394. ‘The population of Brook- 
lynin 1830 only amounted to 15,396 5 in 
1850 it iucreased to 96,868. Besides 
Brookiyn, which may be said to be an en. 
viron of New York, there are a number of 
other cities and large towns within a short 
distance, and between which and new york 
these is almost hourly communication by 
steamboats. ‘The daily ingress to and egress 
from the eity, with regard to numbers, is 
perfectiy fasronishing even to thuse born 
and brought up within its limits. Amogst 
the things which first attracted my attention 
was the gentlemanlike appearance of the 
people, As fat as outward appearance goes 
New York can present as respectable a com- 
mercial community as any of the large cities 
the old world. Of course therefore a vast 
number of bad characters in New York, as in 
aillurge cittes, but lam happytosay, to 
the credit of New York, that a person may 
walk the public throughfares a whole day 
and not meet with a single individualin a 
state of intoxication. ‘The Anfiericans, as 
a body, prefer temperate beverages to ine- 
briating liquors. This is well, they are 
like the ivrench, of an excitable tempera 
ment and if they were to drink to anything 
like excess they would get actually crazy in 
a very short time. 

There is nothing to be scen in New York 
which will give a stranger a beiter idea ot 
its wealth and importance than its magnifi- 
cent and very commodious first class hotels. 
They are not inferior, indeed, to the ma- 
jority of theroyal palaces of Icurope and 
the princely entertainment which the demo- 
eratic guests receive at these hotels is fit 
for aking or an emperor, a Czar ora 
Sultan. What cannot aunited people a- 
chieve that is within the grasp of mankind ? 
In reality there is not sucha thing in Ameri 
ca as “ aristocracy” but there undoubted- 
ly is such a thingas “democracy,” and who 
shall say that the democracy of America” 
notwithstanding its imperfections, cannot 
be compared favorably to the aristocracy of 
Euro;e. Iff{go onin this styleI will be 
apt to become a real American both in spir 
it and patriotism However, there is lit- 
tle danger there is more British than Ameri- 
can blood flowing in my veins, but I) can- 
not help confessing (cast that cursed insti- 
tion of slavery overboard) that the United 
States of America is arepublic vast in ex 
tent, rich in wealth, fertile in resources, and 
blessed with excelent institutions. 

The Americams seem to be always on 
the move. Keeping progress with, the 
“spirit of the tines” “Go-a-head” is their 
well known motto, but a good many of them 
would do well to take the excellent advice 
Dr. Kermott lately gave in his letter to the

Jtis quite evident that President Pierce 
is very unpopular at present, and that he wu 
not again be reel-cted. ‘The great majority 
of the elector of the Northern States are 
very bi teragainst him at present, and are 
desirous to see his overthrow. There can 
beno doubt that he isa one-s:ded president, 
and that he leans strongly in favor of the 
interests of the Southern slave-owners. He 
is also at the root ofthis atrocious business 
which has beea lately, and is now being enact 
ed in the Kansas territory. he day will 
come, however, and that day is not far dis- 
tant when not only the rich trritory of 
Kansas, but the whole of the United States 
will be free from the shackels of slavery.

The Antiquities and Learning of the An- 
cient Kgyptians, 


A series of three lectures on the above 
theme was delivered Jast week by Prof. 
Seyfarth, of Leipsic. ‘These lectures, which 
were delivered at the solicitation «ofsome of 
ihe most eminent scholars of this city, were 
oa most interest nge aracter, and treat.d 
of the resu:ts of thie most recent. rescarches 
in Biblical. Chronology, Ancient Llistory, 
andgyptian Archeology, more particulary 
upon the sacred books of the ancient Egyp- 
tians, with special reference to, and illustra~ | 
ied by, specimens of papyri, etc., from Dr. | 
Abbott’s museuin of the institute, Prof. 
Seyffarth isan eminent scholar, has written 
many wor s, and has made what may be 
considered the most important literary Gis- 
coveries of the present century. By means 
of his researches, entire Meyptian writings 
upon papyrus and stone have been translated 
and the sacred books and other li erary pro- 
ductions of that nation have now, after a 
lapse of 1800 years, been again, made intel- 
ligible to every inquirer. In the first lecture 
the professor recited a translation of the 
“Turin” papyrus, the first sacred book of 
the ancient Egyptians, in which the fact of a 
flood, the doctrine of reward and punishment 
the existence of a Triune divinity, and the 
proper observance of the Sabbath were 
pointed out. 

Dr. Abbott’s Museum is one of the inter- 
esting exbibitions in this city, and in no place 
can a iew hours bemore pleasantly spent 
than inspecting its rare and valuable curiosi- 
ties from the land of Pharaohs aud the Py- 
ramids.
